Instea d o f ruling tha t the relig io us 
beliefs o f the Amish must bo w to the 
hig her g o o d o f the sta te, a s a ny decent­ 
ly repressiv e co urt o ug ht to rule, the 
co urt fo und tho se beliefs sufficient 
g ro unds fo r ex empting the Amish fro m 
the sta te’s co mpulso ry scho o l a ttend­ 
a nce la w. 
Altho ug h educa tio n is a subject 
within the co nstitutio na l po wer o f the 
sta te to reg ula te, wro te Chief Justice 
E. Ha ro ld Ha llo w, there is no t such a 
co mpelling sta te interest in two y ea rs 
o f co mpulso ry hig h scho o l educa tio n to 
justify the burden it pla ces upo n the 
First Amendment rig ht o f the Amish to 
the free ex ercise o f their relig io n. 
One need no t a g ree with the pa rtic­ 
ula r beliefs o f the Amish—o ne ma y 
ev en la ment their deny ing their chil­ 
dren a n educa tio n bey o nd the eig hth 
g ra de lest they be “ co nta mina ted” by 
the o utside wo rld—a nd still a pprecia te 
the decisio n a s who lly in keeping with 
America ’s tra ditio n o f relig io us liber­ 
ty , in sea rch o f which the a ncesto rs o f 
tens o f millio ns o f America ns, Amish 
o r o therwise, ca me to this co untry . 
The Amish wa y o f life is no t fo r 
mo st o f us. In fa ct, it wo uld be impo ssi­ 
ble, unless so me pla g ue dev a sta ted the 
po pula tio n a nd left no mo re surv iv o rs 


tha n co uld suppo rt themselv es o n the 
a v a ila ble fa rmla nd.

Wallace takes oath 
as Alabama chief 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) 
— Geo rge C. Wallace became 
go v erno r o f Alabama again to ­ 
day with a new o u tcry against 
federal “o ppressio n” and a call 
fo r a m assiv e “peo ple po wer” 
ballo t-bo x pro test to sav e the 
natio n. 
“Then, and o nly then,” he 
said in a prepared inau gu ral ad­ 
dress, “will the po liticians an­ 
swer the v o ice o f the peo ple.” 
Wallace, 51, was swo rn in fo r 
a seco nd term with his 32-y ear- 
o ld bride o f two weeks, Co rne­ 
lia, at his side. In the No v ember 
electio n W allace defeated Albert 
Brewer who had beco me go v er­ 
no r in 1968 when W allace’s wife 
Lu rleen died in o ffice. 
He to o k the o ath standing o n 
the bro nze sta r o n the Capito l 
steps where 110 y ears ago Jef­ 
ferso n Dav is was inau gu rated 
president o f the Co nfederacy . 
W allace’s hand was resting o n 
the Bible Dav is u sed. 
At the o u tset o f his first term 
eight y ears ago Wallace so u nd­ 
ed the battlecry “segregatio n 
no w, 
segregatio n 
to mo rro w, 
segregatio n fo rev er,” bu t liv ed 
to see it cru m ble u nder federal 
co u rt o rder. 


To day he did strike the theme 
again to o ffer ho pe o f change in 
scho o l desegregatio n po licies. 
Bu t he said Co ngress “sho u ld” 
retu rn co ntro l o f the scho o ls to 
the lo cal co mmu nities. 


“Ou r scho o ls are being de­ 
stro y ed becau se the So u th and 
o ther sectio ns o f the co u ntry 
who believ e in go v ernm ent by 
law and no t by bu reau crats, 
failed to u nite against despo tic 
ty ranny o f a federal go v ern­ 
m ent.” 


And as a resu lt, he said, the 
go v ernment still lo o ks at its 
peo ple “as so many u nits o f 
v o tes to be gained by pleasing 
certain selfish po liticians and 
so cio lo gists at the ex pense o f 
the children o f Am erica, bo th 
black and w hite.” 
The answer, he co nclu ded, is 
“peo ple po wer ... the stro ng 
v o ice and po litical actio n o f the 
peo ple ex pressed within the 
law .”

“ Fo r its subsidiary co mpany 
purchased a 15 per cent interest 
in the Cincinnati Reds baseball 
club and also ho lds a 10 per cent 
share in the Cincinnati Beng als 
-o f 
the 
Am erican 
Fo o tball 
Leag ue.” 
Spo rts Pag es 
Spo rts pag es o f the usual 
newspaper are v ery po pular 
with v irile readers. 
Fo r ty pical Americans enjo y 
the co mpetitio n, ev en v icari­ 
o usly , as they fo llo w their fa­ 
v o rite teams v ia the daily spo rts 
pag es. 
Newspaper rarely o ffer such 
free adv ertising to any o ther 
priv ate co mmercial o r indus­ 
trial co mpany . 
So o ur newspapers are larg e­ 
ly respo nsible fo r keeping pro ­ 
ball teams in business! 
Our larg e city dailies thus de­ 
v o te may be two o r three full 
pag es to the seaso nal spo rting 
ev ents, such as basketball, 
baseball, etc. 
Mr. Wrig ley , o wner o f o ur 
Chicago Cubs, plus the sto ck­ 
ho lders in o ther pro ball teams, 
thus can dev o te their mo ney to 
mo dernizing the play ing fields 
o r the stadiums, and can o ffer 
salaries to special stars that ex ­ 
ceed $100,000 fo r six mo nths’ 
wo rk, fo r they kno w they will 
g et free adv ertising . 
Yet it is the friendly spo rts 
writers and newspaper edito rs 
that furnish the daily publicity 
which recruits the cro wds. 


And tho se newspapermen sel­ 
do m receiv e wag es that co m­ 
pare with star baseball o r fo o t­ 
ball salaries. 
In fact, newspapers hav e o f­ 
ten hesitated to o ffer ev en a few 
inches o f space to laud their lo ­ 
cal business co lleg es, tho ugh 
the latter are the mo st patrio tic 
and best defenders o f o ur “ free 
enterprise” sy stem o n which 
newspapers depend. 


“ They are ‘priv ate’ co lleg es,” 
an edito r recently pro tested, 
“ and we do n’t allo t free adv er­ 
tising to priv ate co mpanies.” 
“ Yet the newspapers o ften 
laud the state co lleg es that tax ­ 
pay ers must no w suppo rt in 
ultra lux urio us sty le ev ery y ear 
v ia the leg islature’s appro pria­ 
tio ns. 


Meanwhile, 
tho se 
business 
co lleg es actually PAY tax es! 
They do n’t demand tax subsi­ 
dies fro m us tax pay ers! 
Their faculty are po o rly paid, 
g etting barely half the salaries 
o f the braintruster pro fesso rs at 
State Univ ersities. 
Yet business co lleg e students 
do n’t rio t o r cause sit-ins o r de­ 
mand lo wering o f admissio n 
standards o r burn draft cards! 
Business co lleg es thus merit 
far mo re free “ plug s” fro m all 
publicity media, fo r they are ef­ 
ficient, tax -pay ing scho o ls. 
So newspapers co uld pro perly 
g iv e them a pat o n the back, fo r 
they almo st sing le-handedly are 
teaching mo dern y o uth to bal­ 
ance budg ets and suppo rt this 
Republic, plus law and o rder! 
But the Cincinnati ex ample 
mig ht pro fitably be fo llo wed by 
many o ther newspapers fo r a 
div ersified inv estment. 
If a newspaper thus pro duces 
the pro fits fo r pro spo rts, why 
sho uldn’t 
the 
newspaper 
receiv e a 
“ cu t” 
o f tho se 
div idends?

The Doctor Says: 


By DR. LAWRENCE E. LAMB, 
Since so many peo ple hav e 
written to me abo ut peptic 
ulcers, I am dev o ting sev eral 
co lums to this subject. This is a 
v ery co mmo n pro blem. It is no 
wo nder that so many peo ple 
hav e questio ns. 
First, let’s separate so me 
terms. A peptic ulcer means an 
area where tissue is lo st o r de­ 
stro y ed in the lining o f the 
dig estiv e tract because o f acid- 
pepsin 
deg estiv e 
juice 
manufactured by the sto mach. 
The sto mach fo rms hy dro ­ 
chlo ric acid and pepsin (a sub­ 
stance which starts breaking 
do wn meat and o ther pro teins in 
the presence o f acid). Literally , 
the acid pepsin dig estiv e juice 
dig ests a po rtio n o f the lining o f 
the dig estiv e tract. 
A peptic ulcer can o ccur in the 
eso phag us, the sto mach o r the 
small intestine. 
The lining o f the sto mach is 
usually pro tected fro m the 
dig estiv e juice by a thin lay er o f 
heav y 
mucus. 
The 
co at 
o f 
mucus is no t affected by the 
acid-pepsin. This mucus co at 
sto ps at the inlet and o utlet o f 
the sto mach. The rest o f the 
deg estiv e tract is no t pro tected 
fro m the dig estiv e juice and is 
mo re pro ne to dev elo p an ulcer 
if ex po sed to o lo ng to large 
amo unts o f acid-pepsin. 
Only a few peptic ulcers o ccur 
in the eso phag us and these are 
in its lo wer end where it jo ins 
the 
sto mach. 
If 
acid-pepsin 
mix ture is reg urg itated by the 
sto mach into the lo wer eso pha­ 
g us, it causes chemical irrita­ 
tio n, respo nsible in so me cases 
fo r a burning sensatio n at the 
lo wer regio n o f the breast bo ne, 
o r the fo rmatio n o f an ulcer. 
The mo st co mmo n lo catio n 
fo r a peptic ulcer is in the first 
part o f the small intestine, just 
o utside the sto mach, called the 
duo denum. The lo wer end o f the 
sto mach has a v alv e (py lo ric 
v alv e) to keep the sto mach 
clo sed while it is pro cessing 
fo o d. When the v alv e o pens and 


the sto mach co ntracts, the par­ 
tially dig ested fo o d mix ed with 
acid-pepsin, is literally squirted 
ag ainst the lining o f the duo den­ 
um. When co nditio ns are right, 
the acid material causes an ul­ 
cer. We call these peptic ulcers 
duo denal ulcers. 
Only tho se peptic ulcers in the 
sto mach are pro perly called 
“ sto mach ulcers.” There are 10 
times as many peo ple with 
duo denal ulcers as there are 
with sto mach ulcers. 
The frequency o f peptic ul­ 
cers po ints up ag ain the impo r­ 
tance o f mo dern liv ing habits in 
causing illnesses. Befo re 19 00 
duo denal ulcers were almo st 
unkno wn. The few peptic ulcers 
were sto mach ulcers and were 
mo re co mmo n in wo men than 
men. To day , it is the men who 
hav e ulcers. 
Fo ur times as many men as 
wo men hav e sto mach ulcers 
and men hav e 10 times as many 
cases o f duo denal 
ulcer as 
wo men. At least 15 per cent o f 
the po pulatio n hav e ulcers that 
are diag no sed and many mo re 
o ccur tempo rarily that are no t 
reco g nized. 
It is easy to see that mo re 
than o ne o ut o f three men hav e 
peptic ulcers. Fo r each activ e 
ulcer there are many mo re 
peo ple with “ burning ” and 
“ acid 
indig estio n” 
that 
are 
related to the ulcer pro blem. 
Children also hav e ulcers, but 
animals do no t. The interesting 
questio n is why is mo dern man 
so susceptible to peptic ulcer? 
What is it abo ut men that causes 
them to be mo re pro ne to peptic 
ulcers than wo men? Can any ­ 
thing be do ne abo ut it? I’ll see 
what answer I can co me up with 
o n ano ther day . 
Why do esn’t y o ur do cto r just 
g iv e sev eral antibio tics at o nce 
when an infectio n strikes rather 
than o ne at a time? Because 
penicillin 
and 
so me 
o f 
the 
co mmo n antibio tics taken by 
mo uth co unteract each o ther’s 
effectiv eness, fo r o ne reaso n.

MIAMI (AP) — For almost 59 
minu tes, the most elu siv e of Su ­ 
per Bowl titles ticked off anx ­ 
iou s 
fing ertips 
and

throu g h desperate hands—-be­ 
fore finally settling in the v ise­ 
like em brace of Mean Mike Cu r­ 
tis and the relentless Baltimore 
Colts. 
Cu rtis’ interception, fifth of 
six pass thefts in a g u t-g rabbing 
stru g g le replete with errors, set 
u p a 32-y ard field g oal by rookie 
Jim O’Brien with fiv e seconds 
to play Su nday that g av e the 
Colts instant absolu tion in the 
form of a 16-13 comeback v icto­ 
ry ov er the Dallas Cowboy s. 
“I g rabbed that ball so hard I 
almost squ eezed the air ou t of 
it,” said the hard-rock middle 
linebacker, who picked off a de­ 
flected pass with 69 seconds re­ 
maining and a record v iewing 
au dience anticipating a su dden 
death windu p to Su per Bowl V. 
“I didn’t ev en think abou t 
ru nning with it rig ht away ,” 


Cu rtis said. “I felt may be I 
shou ld ju st fall on the g rou nd so 
I wou ldn't fu mble it away .” 
He had ju st cau se for concern.

Reasons for the action include 
declining attendance during 
peak seasons, litttle visitation 
during fall and winter, vanda­ 
lism and deterioration of facili­ 
ties, Barkhausen said. He added 
that the exhibit became obso­ 
lete when the new Springfield 
municipal zoo opened last year.

Barkhausen reported. Since 
Thanksgiving, more than 100 
game birds were released from 
their pens, 40 to 50 other birds 
were slaughtered, and a flock of 
doves was freed in separate in­ 
cidents. Pens and equipment 
were damaged on each occa­ 
sion. 
Disposal of of the zoo collec­ 
tion still is under discussion, 
Barkhausen said. It is expected 
lhat the small mammals and 
birds will be transferred to 
state game farms and wildlife 
exhibits, but no decisions have 
been made on most of the larger 
animals. These include small 
herds of deer, elk and buffalo. 
One young bull elk, which re­ 
cently focused public attention 
on the zoo by killing a pet deer, 
will be returned to its donor, 
Oren Bolin, operator of a game 
farm and wildlife refuge in 
Kankakee County. 
The fairgrounds zoo was 
established in 1955 and at its 
peak it contained more than 300 
birds and animals of 85 species. 
Fewer than 50 birds and ani­ 
mals remain. 
Rehabilitated twice since 
opening, the facility now needs 
a third restoration, Barkhausen 
said. Cost of the work has been 
estimated at $25,000. 
The z.oo never has reached its 
potential as a visitor attraction, 
the director said.
